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ISP Office of Labor Relations; from 2001 to 2002 he was a

District 6 Patrol Operations Officer; from 2002 to 2004 he was

a District 8 Patrol Commander; he became a Zone 5 Investigative

Commander in 2004, where he remained until his retirement; and

WHEREAS, Bruce Zywiec was the co-chairperson of the McLean

County Minority and Police Partnership of McLean County from

2005 to 2006; he was a FBI National Academy Graduate with Class

#205 in 2001; and he was inducted into the UIS Legal Studies

Program Honors in 2000; and

WHEREAS, Bruce Zywiec was promoted to Sergeant in 1995,

Master Sergeant in 1997, Lieutenant in 2000, and Captain in

2002; and
